In former days the treasurc-skips be- 
j longed to the enemy until they became 
i ours by capture ; in the present age the 
] treasure and the ships that carry it are 
j English, and it is difficult to picture the 
I consternation in the city on hearing of 
I the loss of some steamer bringing home- 


j ward a rich freight of diamonds from 
the Cape, or of gobi from Australia. 
But as we hung stcailfustlv to the right 
of making prize of the Spanish plate- 
ship, it is not to be expected that any 
enemy which fate may now send us will 
W’aive his claim to tile English steam­ 
ers, if only he has the pawer to assert 
it; ami against that it liehooves us i*> l>o 
on our guard. 
It seems, however, prob­ 
able that, uuder the existing rules of tho 
Declaration of Paris, but few large 
prizes will bo made, such as founded 
many a fortune in the last or earlier cen­ 
turies, when international scruples did 
not exist, And naval opinion was abso­ 
lutely single as to tile advisability aint 
even necessity of making captures and 
sharing them out among the captors. 
This opinion, rooted in the “ custom” of 
the sea. was as old as the English nation, 
and had descended from the days of 
Hengist and Horsa, of Harry Page—the 
Arnpay of tho French chroniclers—of 
Drake, or 
Frobisher, or Lancaster, 
down to the time when Commodore 
Wager took the great galleon, or Anson 
gutted the Alcapulco ship. 
The stones of such times seem to tho 
seamen of to-day, like fairy tales of 
childhood, too good to bo tru e; but 
from a strictly naval point of view they 
have their dark side; and it is very cer­ 
tain that of the quarrels between senior 
officers which so often disgraced our 
service, a great number were due, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, to the natural but 
unchivalrous desire of making money 
The bitter feud between Rodney and 
Arbuthnot, on tho coast of North Amer­ 
ica, in 1780, was one of these. Tho 
friendly relations between Lords St. 
Vincent and Nelson, which led to such 
glorious results, were interrupted by a 
lawsuit on their rival claims for pnzo 
money ; aud the ill feeling which Nelson 
and Hir John Ordo entertained for each 
other was at least strengthened by pe­ 
cuniary considerations. 
Lord Howe’s 
conduct on tho “ 1st of June” was 
angrily criticised by many, as though ho 
might have rendered the victory still 
more decisive had he not been over 
anxious alxmt tho security of the prizes. 
Sir Johu Jervis was similarly spoken of 
after the battle of St. Vincent; ami after 
the battlo of the Nile, the burning of 
several of tile prizes, w hose preservation 
would have taxed the efficiency of the 
fleet, appeared to Nelson a measure of 
very grave responsibility, as defrauding 
the men under his command of the 
money to which they wero justly en­ 
titled. 
Tho bitterness which frequently arose 
out of consideration? of prize-money 
was undoubtedly increased by tho dis­ 
proportionate share of the senior officers. 
Of tho prizes just referred to as burned 
at the Nile, Nelson estimated tho share 
of the Commander-in-Chief os £3,750, 
of a Captain os £1,000; but a Lieuten­ 
ant as £75, and of a seaman as £2 4s. 
Id. 
In the face of such figures, it is all 
very well to talk of prize-monev as 
encouraging seamen to do their duty; 
but its priucipal use was to offer great 
chances to tho senior officers, aud its 
real evil was the promoting jealousy aud 
ill-will between tho flag officers and even 
the Captains. 
This, however, naval 
officers would have been slow to ac­ 
knowledge. 


and capsule men lo lean men and to 
govern great States. 
But honorable ob­ 
jects must be honorably sought. A man 
with a true political ambition, with the 
instinct of leadership, advocates wise 
measures, and. by the power which be­ 
longs to the instinct, impresses his views 
upon the minds of others.

What was good enongh for Jay and 
Washington ought to be good enough 
for us. 
If they disdained to propose 
themselves as the choice of the people, 
we may safely disdain it. 
The current 
question now is, 
“ Who is an appli­ 
cant ?” ‘ Who wants it ?” And the fib 
tost man is passed by because he has not 
asked for it. 
Washington and Jay did 
not ask. 
But when the people selected 
them the people found officers quite as 
honorable and efficient as those who do 
ask. 
Tho man whose self-respect for 
the principle of the government pre­ 
vents his “ conducting his own cam­ 
paign ” to be elected or appointed to an 
office is thought to be altogether too 
'• high and mighty,” and too ridiculously 
squeamish.

The custom-house jieopie are uneasy 
over the undoubted fact that a gTeat 
many precious stoues are smuggled in­ 
to this port from Europe. 
It is compar­ 
atively easy to conceal them, and the 
ten per cent. duty exacted 
by the 
Government makes it hard for many 
morally weak individuals to resist the 
temptation to smuggle. 
The Govern­ 
ment officers have been aware of the 
evil for a long time, and have been 
doing their best to stop it, but the great 
disparity between the volume of trade 
in precious stones and the amount of 
the goods declared at tile various custom­ 
houses by importers show s that the Gov­ 
ernment is defrauded of a large amount 
of revenue. 
The passion for all sorts of fashionable 
gems is rapidly increasing in this coun­ 
try. 
The price a>ked for them is keep­ 
ing pace with the demand, the average 
increase in cost within the pa<t two 
years being from ten to twenty-live 
per cent. 
The discovery of the African 
diamond mines some six years ago 
for a while 
reduced 
the price of 
diamonds, hut the rapid growth of 
demand, in the United States chiefly, j 
has restored the equilibrium of the j 
market. 
The trade are now askingj 
ten to fifteen per cent, mon* for dia- j 
monds than was asked fifteen months ; 
ago. New York dealers iii gems have j 
had the most prosperous business of 
their lives within the past year and a 
half. 
It is a common thing in New 
York society to see $10,000 to $30,000 
in diamonds on a lady’s |>erson. 
At the 
fashionable entertainments on Murray 
hill, or at the balls and garden parties 
at the watering-places in summer, one 
may literally see bushels of diamonds. 
Nearly ever woman has big solitaires in 
rin<rs or oar-rin<rs. 
The large solitaire 
diamond is not preferred to the cluster. 
The gentlemen wear few diamonds, and 
mistaken for 
they are likely to bi 
gamblers if they wear solitaires. 
They 
wear rings and studs of fancy stones, 
however, and, while ten years ago they 
were eschewed by American gentlemen 
of taste, the outfit of a mail of fashion now 
is not perfect without them. Sapphires, 
rubies, the amethyst, topaz, the emerald, 
eat's-eyes, and the aqua marine are the 
stones iii most demand for gentlemen's 
wear. 
In the year 1881 gems to the value of 
$ 8 ,2 ,5 ll passed through the custom­ 
house, which was nearly four times tin* 
value of those im {toiled in 1871. 
Deal­ 
ers say that all the more valuable stones 
are now’ selling at the rate of six to one 
as compared with 1871. 
New York is 
already one of the greatest markets for j (|lt» proof in regan 
gems in the world. 
Many people here j applicants, though 
wear diamonds who, if living in Europe, 
in the same social and financial position, 
would not think of such a thing. 
The 
briskness of the New York market 
is naturally centering here all the in- 
lustries connected with preparing the 
Ivins for the retail trade. 
Diamonds 
are now largely imported in their natu­ 
ral state. 
It is only "iv years since the 
first diamond-cutler w ho was proficient 
iii his business began work here.

workmen iii New York, and dealers a»- 
sert that their work is superior to that

English cutters and {K>li>hers. 
In proof 
of this rather remarkable statement, 
they say that European dealers have re­ 
cently sent diamonds in the rough to 
this country to lie dressed. They claim 
that a good many European-cut stones 
are cut iii a careless manner, and do not 
compare favorably with the work of 
American workmen in polish and brill­ 
iancy. 
It takes at least four years to 
learn tile art of diamond-cutting. 
The 
diamonds are found in alluvial deposits, 
and are extracted by washing, 
t w o of 
them are nibbed together until they re­ 
ceive a shape in the rough. They are 
finished bj* grinding on a revolving disk 
of steel, which Is covered with oil and 
diamond dust. 
Most diamonds are cut 
in the shape* of brilliants, and some in 
the form of a rote, having a flat bottom 
and an upjier surface of tiny facets, and 
ending iii a point. 
A first-class work­ 
man can cut and polish about live dia­ 
monds a week, and his wages range 
from $40 to $75. The great secret of 
the trade lies in the knowledge of the 
grade of stones and how to cut them to 
make them commercially most valuable. 
It is the easiest thing in the world for a 
workman to ruin a stone. 
A flaw or a 
scratch across its face deteriorates its 
value fifty per cent. 
Perfect brilliants of the first water are 
now selling in this market: Oue-half 
carat diamonds, $175; one carat, $550 
two carats, $800. 
Diamonds of a large 
size bring whatever can be obtained 
from the purchaser, as no fixed price is 
stated, 
when a diamond is over five or 
six carats it is not very salable. An 
importer in John street has had two 
diamonds, each twenty carats, in the 
market for years, and has been unable 
to sell them. The largest gem ever cut 
in this city* was a forty carat diamond. 
It was off color, however, and was 
bought by a gambler. Solataire ear­ 
rings, two carats, arc worth from $1,200 
to $1,500, are laige enough to produce 
a 
striking effect, and many very 
wealthy people prefer them to large 
diamonds, which they think look clum­ 
sy. The largest and most valuable dia­ 
mond in America is said to be owned by* 
a Maiden Lam; dealer. It is valued at 
$60,000, weighs fifty-live carats, is called 
“The Pearl of India,” and is described 
as a pure white, cushion-shaped, double- 
cut brilliant. 
Merchants here claim that the numer­ 
ous imitation diamonds have never ma­ 
terially injured their business. 
The 
bogus stones are only passable imita­ 
tions under the glare of gas. Sunlight 
readily exposes their real character. 
Of course tho white translucent stone, 
free from flaw and perfectly cut, is the 
most valuable. Yellow, brown and jet- 
black diamonds are readily found in the 
market, but pink diamonds are rare.— 
Ar. T. Cor. Chicago Times. 


Entering bv the low spiked wicket, so 
familiar to all passengers iii the Old 
Bailee, the visitor passes through the 
Warder's common room into a dark, 
narrow passage which, running north 
ami south, communicates with every 
part of the interior.

oted just before his execution, with the 
ax that w*as carried to the scaffold in 
front of the condemned under sentence 
for treason. This ax has never been act­ 
ually used for the purpose of decapita­ 
tion after death. 
The head w as severed 
by a skilled surgeon. The last time the 
ax went to the scaff old was on Monday*, 
May I, 1820, when Thistlewood, Brunt, 
Ings, Davidson and Tidd, principals of 
the Gate street conspiracy, were exe­ 
cuted according to the horrid manner 
of traitors. 
In this apartment, too, 
malefactors were pinioned by the hang­ 
man. 
That operation is now performed 
in the condemned cell, with a set of 
straps of ingenious construction. The 
place of execution for Middlesex has 
been at Newgate since 1785, and until a 
few years ago before tile door in the 
more northerly' portal.
